Dr. E. M. Ranck, who lias charge of 
the hog department, has just finlshei 
an experiment which sliowed the 
practicability of pasturing pigs even 
durtag the talater nwiatha. 

A patch of rnimer, or what is com- 
monly called speltz, was planted last 
fall on a patch that had heen used 
previously for a soy bean pasture. 
Oa Dee. M « sow was placed on this 
emmer patdi.. oa which waa placed a 
modlfled MtsslppI colony hog house, 
and on Dec. 27 she farrowed 11 pigs. 
From the second day after farrowing 
until Jan. 28 the sow and 10 pigs 
(one having died) received a mix- 
ture of 4 ^ pounds each of corn chops 
. and shorts. From Jan. 28 to April 1 
the teed was increased to flvc povnds, 
making a total of 463 pounds each 

Iot com chops and shorts, which had 
an actual market value of $1.76 per 
hundred. The rent on the pasture, 
labor for attendance, etc., was es- 
timated at ISO for the sow. |60 (or 
I the hoar and 9>S tor eqalpmcat at 
six per cent tor stat months (wa must 
estimate for three months previous 
I to the time of farrowini;) was $4..'')0, 
lor $23.34, wlikli was the actual cost

pound. Aa they are pra-bred pigs, 
they have an actual selling value of 
$16 each and are extremely growthy 
and vigorous.

Numerous complaints of the rav- 
ages o( cut worms, aspecially la re- 
lation to com, are reeelTad each sea- 
son by the departaant. Prompt ac- 
tion is necessary for controlling cut- 
worms' aftpr their prMcnco becomes 
n<)lUeal)le ill the sprliis. which Is 
UHually about the time tlie corn I c- 
glns to sprout. Because of the fact 
that the delay necessary between the 
time the wornu inakh thair apfcar- 
aaee and the ttane a reply da ba re- 
eelred (ron the department la often 
disastrous to the crop, the Importance 
of recognizing these Insects and 
knowtos haw to aoatral theai la tri- 
dent. 

Cutworm injury almost invariably 
oceura In tha spring, the plants 
uaually haint cut eC at the aarfhee, 

or a little below the eurlaee, ot the 

ground, beginning as soon as the Irst 

plants sprout and continuing until 
late July, hy which time the worms 
are full grown. Feeding takes place 
at night, tha worms resting during 
the day beneath dabria or In tha aoil 
at a dept^ of tvaaa one-halt to 1 lach 
below the eurtaca, and atoee they 
closely resemble the color of tha aoll 
in most cases, the cause of the Injury 
is often not apparent. However, if 
the soil surrounding the cut-off plant 
be examined carefully, the culprit 
will quite likely be found cnried up 
in the aoU. 

Life HJstcry. 

The various cutworms are known 

under a number of popular names, 
sucli as the slassy cutworm, clay- 
backed cutworm, etc.. hut the injurie.^ 
caused by them are very similar and 
their habita in gcna^l are also aach 
tha same.' The parenta o( cutworms 
are grayish or brownish motha or 
"millers," which commonly oecnr at 
lights during summer evenings. Bach 
moth may lay from 200 to 500 eggs, 
either In masses or singly, in fields 
covered with dense vegetation, and 
henoe ai^s to be found more oftf n in 
eultlratad Selda mUA hate heea In 
grass or weeds tha preeedhig tail. The 
eggs hatch In the fall. 

Land to be planted to corn the 
following sprini;. especially such land 
as has laid in crass for a considerable 
time and likely to contain cutworms, 
should be plowed In midsummer or 
early (all about the time the egga are 
laid, or better, bitfore the egga are 
laid, for then vegetation which iS 
.suitable for the moths to lay their 
engs upon is removed. The earlier 
th<y preceding year grasslands to be 
planted to corn are plowed, the less 
will be the probability that the cut- 
wona aMtha will hare VM their eggs 
thereon, and the Icea. consequently, 
will be the danger ot injury by cut- 
worms the following year. 

Late fall and winter plowing of 
grasslands, although not as effective 
as early plowing, will destroy many 
of the hlbaraatlag cntwoma. as well 
aa aach etiMr iaiportoat cora pesu 
as white graha, and ahonid ba prac- 
ticed when earlier plowlBS la laprac- 
tlcable. 

PastiiriiiK hoKs upon land supposfil 
to harbor cutworms is a beneficial 
practice, as these animals root up 
and devour insects ot many kinds, 
Including cutworma. In larae num- 
bers. Farm poultry if trained to fol- 
low the plow, will prove of inestima- 
ble value. 

When cutworms are found to h". 
abundant on corn land, the use of 
the poisoned bait is recommended. 
This BMF ha prepared aa follows: 
Mix 64 pounda ot whoft bran. 2 
pounds ot Paris green, and 4 finely 

I chopped oraiiKes or lemons. Then 
bring the whole mixture to the con- 
sistency of a St iff dough by the addi- 
tion of a cheap molasses, such as is 
used la eattto rattoaa, adding water 
when aeeeaMtfy. Diatribute 
thCi bait OTor tha Sataatod Said In 
small lumps, taking care to sprinkle 
it sparingly around each bill. In case 

! bran cannot be readily obtained, mici- 
dlings of alfalfa meal may be kuc- 

|ces»fully substituted. In fields known 
to be InfcatetW toe distribution of this 
bait ihaald ba atoHel aa agoa as the 
com baglna to appeav above ground 
so that the cutworms may be Mtata- 
ated as quickly as possible and the 
injured hills promptly replanted. 
During the warmer spring months 
cutworms do most of their feeding at 

I night and bnnrow toto the soil to the 
depth of an laeh or two dwtas the 
day, CO that tha bait wiU aaaally be 
more effective If applied during the 
late afternoon or early evening hours.
